Mrs. Sarah Richie, charged with 
stealing twenty chickens valued at 
$12 from Philander 
Witters 
was 
found not guilty this 
morning by 
Squire Richie and discharged. 
The 
case attracted a large crowd and the 
Milroy court of justice was packed to 
the doors. 
The trial came to a sudden ending: 
and those that had expected some­ 
thing sensational were due to disap­ 
pointment. 
The State 
rested their 
case after three witnesses had been 
examiner! and the defense was con­ 
tent to let it go at that and never put 
a single witness on the stand. 
The 
testimony introduced tended to show 
that the twenty chickens had disap­ 
peared on Saturday night while W it­ 
ters was attending a lecture course in 
Milroy, between the hours of eight 
and ten o’clock, and that they re­ 
turned iii about twelve hours. 
Ac­ 
cording to Squire Richie, it w”as not 
proven that the Chickens were stolen. 
Te first witness 
was Philander 
Witter*, who 
was the 
prosecuting 
witness. 
Mr. W itters stated that be­ 
fore going to the lecture that night 
he had counted his chickens and had 
a total of 347. 
On returning home 
he again made a count and found that 
20 had 
disappeared. 
On 
Sunday 
morning he went to Squire Riehie to 
get a search warrant and while in the 
squire’s office received word that his 
chickens had 
returned 
home. 
He 
stated that he saw 
Mrs. 
Richie’s 
brother. William Witters, in 
Milroy 
that morning. 
On cross examination 
he said that he had been in the habit 
of counting his chickens very fre­ 
quently and had counted them only 
six days before. 
In questioning him 
P. L. Smith, attorney for the defense, 
tried to bring out that there had been 
ill feeling existing between Witters 
and Mrs. Richie. 
Tt was shown that there is a wheat 
field between Mrs. Richie's home and 
that of Vt liters. 
It as been custom­ 
ary for their chickens to wander in­ 
to this field and Mr. Smith brought 
out that it might have been possible 
for Witters chickens to have been 
over there at the time he missed them. 
Miss Mabel Ruddell was the next 
witness. Silo lives directly across trie 
road from Mrs. Richie and on this 
Sunday morning saw William Witters

oiling, the problem of cleaning the 
paved streets and numerous other 
im portant topics came up for their 
share of the controversy.

He also stated that he had 
investigated the “Dollar Day” in In­ 
dianapolis and had learned that it 
had been a partial success, failing in 
a measure because the merchants had 
failed to give bargains on the second 
attempt at the unique day. 
That led 
L. L. Allen to remark that the mer­ 
chants Should give bargains that are 
bargains” if they expect to attract 
customers here on “Big Wednesday.”

Rushville’s population is 4927. 
That is according to the thirteenth 
census, a report of which was receiv­ 
ed by wire at three o’clock this a f­ 
ternoon. 
The census gives the popu­ 
lation of the city by wards as fol- 
lowe: 
First, 1340; 
second, 
1401; 
third, 2186. The population of Rush­ 
ville township* including the city, is 
6282. 
The town of Glenwood is giv­ 
en as 226, and Carthage as 873.. 
Te population of Rushville in 1900 
according to the twelfth census was 
4521. The census count shows a gain 
of 406 in ten years 
which is very 
small indeed. 
This comes as good news to Rush­ 
ville people as the returns of the last 
census has been anxiously awaited 
for many months. Many people have 
given up in despair while others have 
accused the newspaper 
of holding 
back the total because it was so very 
small. 
All of the cities in Indiana 
over the 5000 m ark were announced a 
few months ago and then Rushville 
knew th at it was not to be included. 
Since that time the population of 
several cities under the 5000 mark 
has been made public. 
It will be remembered that the city 
letter carriers made a careful count 
of noses about the first of March and 
found that there were 5218.

is nearer the

population of 
Rushville than the 
census 
report 
gives. 
There has been talk of a re­ 
count but It is probable that it will 
never be made.

The beg inning of this lesson chap­ 
ter, the story of the iron th a t did 
sw im (v erse 6 ), carries me back fu ll 
forty y ears to the day s of my school- 
teaching in H alifax , N. S., w hen afte r 
telling this story a t the opening serv ­ 
ices I hav e seen boy s stay in a t re­ 
cess to read it ag ain for them selv es. 
W e cannot help thinking of H im who 
is able to restore lost people, or, ra th ­ 
er, sav e them , how ev er fa r down they 
m ay be. 
The piece of tree which 
m ade the iron swim rem inds u s of the 
tree which m ade bitter w aters to be­ 
come sw eet (Ex . x v , 25 ) and of Him 
w ho is the tree of life to all who come 
to Him, m aking u s to be trees of 
rig hteou sness, the planting of the Lord 
th a t H e m ay be g lorified (Isa. lx i, 3). 
The lesson of today opens to u s the 
realities of the u nseen and E lisha’s 
beau tifu l faith in God and commu nion 
w ith Him. 
I am fascinated w ith the 
title “m an of God,” so often u sed of 
E lisha and of others, su g g esting , as 
it does, one whom God ow ns for H im ­ 
self and whose one desire is to liv e 
for H im , to please H im and to be H is 
faithfu l messeng er. 
In chapter iv , 9, 
it is “an holy m an of God,” and this 
Is m ore fu ll of sig nificance, for not all 
men of God are as willing to be holy 
as they shou ld be. 
The world, the 
flesh and the dev il are too m u ch for 
any of u s, bu t v ictory is possible (II 
Cor. ii, 14; I John v , 4; Rev . x ii, 11). 
The king of Sy ria did not take into 
accou nt the God of Israel w hen he 
w arred ag ainst Israel. 
Not m any do 
ev en in th e tw entieth centu ry . 
Ev en 
a g reat m any preachers do not seem 
to know m u ch abou t H im and still 
less abou t a people called Israel, a l­ 
thou g h God nev er w rou g ht for any 
other nation as H e has done and will 
y et do for Israel (II Sam. 7 , 23; Ps. 
cx lv ii, 20). 
The king of Sy ria w as more than 
once su rprised to find the king of 
Israel elu de him and thou g ht th at 
there m u st be some traitor in the 
cam p 
who 
g av e 
aw ay 
his 
plans. 
W hen one of his serv ants rem inded 
him th a t there w as a prophet in Israel 
who cou ld tell w hat he said ev en in 


| his bedcham ber (v erse 12) he foolish- | 
1 ly thou g ht th at he cou ld take him [ 
captiv e, not considering th at if the j 
prophet cou ld sav e the king of Israel 
s he cou lil also sav e him self. 
Learning 
; th a t the prophet w as in Dotlian, h e ! 
6 ent th ith er horses and chariots, a 
g reat host, and com passed the city 
abou t. 
And now they had him su re. 
So they had some reason to think, 
leav ing ou t the su pernatu ral. 
The serv ant of Elisha seemed to 
think th a t the case w as hopeless. Bu t 
how 
g rand 
the confidence 
of 
the 
prophet, “F e a r not, for they th a t be 
w ith u s are m ore th an they th at be 
w ith 
them ” 
(v erse 
10). 
H ow like 
P au l’s “If God be for u s who can be 
ag ainst u s?” (Rom. v iii, 31) or D a­ 
v id’s “Thou g h an host shou ld encam p 
ag ainst me, my heart shall not fear 
(Ps. x x v ii, 3). 
H ow blessed and com forting the 
“fe ar nots” are from Gen. 
x v , 1, 
all the w ay throu g h this heav enly 
book! 
How sim ple and confident the 
pray er of Elisha, “Lord, I pray thee, 
open his ey es th a t he m ay see!” now 
sw ift the answ er, and he beheld the 
m ou ntain fu ll of horses and chariots 
of fire rou nd abou t E lisha (v erse 17)- 
“The chariots of God are 20,000, m any 
thou sands of ang els” (Ps. Ix v iii, 17 ). 
John saw more than a hu ndred m il­ 
lions- of ang els all w orshiping the 
Lam b (Rev . v , 11, 12). These are some 
of the u nseen realities. 
May they be 
real to u s also. 
As the soldiers cam e to take him 
he asked the Lord to sm ite them w ith 
blindness, and H e did so. 
Then he 
led them to the m an whom they really 
w anted, the king of Israel, and pray ed 
the Lord to open their ey es, and they 
fou nd them selv es in Sam aria in his 
power. 
The king of Israel wou ld fain 
hav e sm itten them , bu t Elisha for­ 
bade him and told him to feed them 
and send them home (v erse 22). 
So 
the bands of S rria cam e no m ore into 
th e land of Israel (v erse 23. 1. c.). 
A g ain 
we hav e a 
fu lfillm ent of 
Deu t. x x x ii, 30, 
“H ow shou ld one 
chase a thou sand and tw o pu t ten 
thou sand to flig ht?” 
A stu dy of the 
m any different w ay s In w hich God 
a t different tim es has show n n is pow­ 
er on behalf of His people w ou ld be 
m ost Inspiring to a believ er and possi­ 
bly helpfu l to one who does not as 
y et know the Lord. 
T ake another instance from the nex t 
chapter, 
when the Lord m ade the 
ho st of the Sy rians to hear a noise of 
chariots and a noise of horses, ev en 
the noise of a g reat host, so th a t they 
a ro se and fled, leav ing their tents and 
ho rses and asses and ev ery thing in 
their cam p and fled for their liv es 
(v ii, 6 7 ). 
It is still tru e th at “the a n­ 
g el of the Lord enoam peth 
rou nd 
a bo ut them th at fear H im and deliv - 
ereth them ” CPs. x x x iv . 7 ). 
__ 


Sometim es it Is more for n is g lory 
to let the enemy take u s and ill treat 
u s, as In the case of Joseph, M icaiah, 
Jerem iah, Daniel and his friends Pe­ 
te r and John, Pau l and others. 
The 
nig ht on which ou r Lord Jesu s g av e 
H im self into the hands of H is ene­ 
m ies for ou r sakes H e cou ld hav e had 
leg ions of ang els for the asking (M att,

As a spectacle to an­ 
g e l s as well as to men we can some­ 
tim es g lorify H im most In su ffering

pact, there fs a hare chance that some 
one will not sig n, and it is not de­ 
sirable that the identity of that per­ 
son be known to all of us. 
The rea­ 
son for the selection of this time and 
place is obvious, for an inkling of the 
proposed sig ning has reached the Se­ 
cret Service. 
I will add the United 
States was chosen as the birthplace 
of this new epoch In history for sev­ 
eral reasons, one being the prox imity 
to Central and South America; and 
another the inadequate police sy stem 
which enables g reater freedom of 
action.” 
He stopped 
and

his 
pocket a folded parchment. He tapped 
the tips of his fing ers with it from 
time to time as he talked. 
“The Latin compact, g entlemen, is 
not the dream of a nig ht, nor of a 
decade.

they must stand tog ether ag ainst— 
ag ainst the other nations of the world.

three y ears ag o, and since that time 
ag ents have covered the wrorld in its 
interest. This meeting is the fruition 
of all that work, and this,” he held 
the parchment aloft, “is the instru­ 
ment that will unite us. Never has a 
diplomatic secret been kept as this 
has been kept; never has a g reater 
reprisal been planned. It means, g en­ 
tlemen, the domination of the world— 
socially , spiritually , commercially and 
artistically ; it means that Eng land 
and the United States, whose sphere 
of influence has ex tended around the 
g lobe, will be beaten back, and that 
the flag of the Latin countries will 
wave ag ain over lost possessions. 
It 
means all of that, and more.” 
His voice had risen a3 be talked 
until It had g rown vibrant with en­ 
thusiasm; and his hands pointed his 
remarks with quick, sharp g estures. 
“All this,” he went on, “was never 
possible until three y ears ag o, when 
the navies of the world were g iven 
over into the hands of one nation—my 
country . 
Five y ears ag o 
a 
fellow- 
country man of mine happened to be 
present at an electrical ex hibition in 
New York City , and there he wit­ 
nessed an interesting ex periment—a 
practical demonstration of the fact 
that a submarine mine may hp ex­ 
ploded by the use of the Marconi 
wireless sy stem. 
He was a practical 
electrician himself, and the idea lin­ 
g ered in his mind. For two y ears he 
ex perimented, and finally this result­ 
ed.” He picked up the metal spheroid 
and heM it out for their inspection. 
“As it stands it is absolutely perfect 
and g ives a world’s supremacy to the 
Latin countries because it places all 
the navies of the world at our mercy . 
It is a variation of the well-knowrn 
percussion cap or fuse 
by 
which 
mines and torpedoes are exploded. 
"The theory of it is simple, as are 
the theories of all g reat inventions; 
the secret 
of 
its 
construction is 
known only to its inventor—a man of 
whom y ou never heard. It is merely 
that the mechanism of the cap is so 
delicate that the Marconi 
wireless 
waves—and only those—will fire the 
cap. 
In other words, 
this 
cap is 
tuned, if I may use the word, to a 
certain number of vibrations and half- 
vibrations; a wireless instrument of 
hig h power, with modify ing addition 
which the inventor has added, has only 
to be set in motion to discharg e it at 
any distance up to twenty -five miles. 
Hig h power wireless waves recog nize 
no obstacle, so the explosion of a sub­ 
marine mine is as easily broug ht about 
as would be the explosion of a mine 
on dry land. You will readily see its 
value as a protective ag ency for our 
seaports.” 
He replaced the spheroid on the 
table. 
“But its chief value is not in that,” 
he resumed. “Its chief value to the 
Latin compact, g entlemen, is that the 
United States and Eng land are now 
concluding neg otiations, unknown to 
each other, by which they will pro­ 
tect their seaports by means of mines 
primed with this cap.

connection with the Indiana univer­ 
sity school of medicine with a dona­ 
tion of $200,000 by Dr. and Mrs. Rob­ 
ert W. Long of Indianapolis. 
The trustees were favorably im­ 
pressed with the south end of the 
park, which a special act of the leg is­ 
lature would allow7 them to use as a 
site for the hospital, but have reached 
no conclusion as to w hether or not the 
hospital should be erected in the park. 
The trustees said they would prefer 
to wait until a report is made by the 
commission appointed to investig ate 
the desirability of obtaining a site for 
a state plaza, which wrould also be 
available as a hospital site, but since 
g round for the proposed plaza could 
not be purchased until after the nex t 
session of the leg islature, two y ears 
hence, the trustees may decide to ac­ 
cept the Military park site without 
waiting for the action of the plaza 
commission.

Clark told him and 
purchased 
the 
mare for the sum of $110. The trade 
was consummated March 31. But the 
sad part of the story creeps in at this 
point. 
Instead of the animal being 


a s represented Stafford av ers that the 
mare was twelv e y ears old and that 
she was not sound and in g ood health. 
In fact, lie say s in the complaint that 
she was what is known on Ilorse- 
traders’ Alley as 
being a “roarer.” 
which made her wholly unfit for ser- 
ice and unable to trav el or do his 
work. Stafford say s the animal is of 
no v alue to him whatev er. 
The plaintiff say s he is eng ag ed in 
the dairy business in the 
city of 
Rushv ille selling and deliv ering milk 
to the residents of that cjt y each da\ 
In his work, he alleg es, he must hav e 
a g ood horse. 
He say s he has a t­ 
tempted to use the mare purchase« 
from Clark, but that by reason of her 
diseased condition she can not trav e 
or do the work req uired of her in hi 
business. 
He say s he lias no oiner 
horse and that on account of the con­ 
dition of the 
animal he 
purchase« 
from the defendant he has been com­
